SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Sept. 10. 
HE boundaries of the flood- 
T ea area in San Antonio are 
as follows: 

Beginning at the north end of 
Breckenridge Park, the flood ex- 
tends the entire course of the 
river through the city to Augus- 
ta street, north of the river, 
where the downtown district 
flood began. Flood line follows 
Augusta street west to Romana, 
thence to Main avenue and down 
Main avenue south to the Dusi- 
ness district. West Commerce 
street is inundated half mile 
west of Main avenue. The 
ground on both sides of San 
Pedro Creek from Laurel street 
south, are flooded two to three 
blocks on either side. 

The entire course of Alazan 
Creek is flooded from West End 
Lake southwest. The creek’'s 
course is about 12 blocks west 
of the International & Great 
Northern railroad tracks, flow- 
ing south and turning east to 
East Commerce street, where it 
is four blocks west of the Inter- 
national & Great Northern sta- 
tion. From there the course 
winds eastward and crosses 
South Laredo street, where the 
greatest loss of life occurred. 
The eastern limit of the inun- 
dated area is Avenue C, from 
Jones avenue south to Houston 
street. West of Losoya, how- 
ever, everything was flooded 
from two to 10 feet deep, includ- 
ing business houses on West 
Commerce and Market streets.

was brought back to Chicago tonight 
in the automobile declared by the 
police to be the motive for the crime. 

Following the finding of the ter- 
ribly mutilated body of Daugherty 
yesterday in the Desplaines River, 
and the discovery of the  blood- 
soaked hats of the two men in the 
basement of the apartmept occupied 
by Church and his mofher, the police 
today dug up the body of Asmus 
which had been hids : in a garage 
in the rear of the apa -.ment. 

Asmus’ body had been buried face 
downward beneath an old automo- 
bile owned by Church. The hands 
and feet were bound together with 
rope, and a bundle of steel and cloth 
had been thrust into the mouth until 
it penetrated the chest cavity.

Civil Service Mentioned. 

Paul. V. Bunn, general secretary 
of the chamber, yesterday issued th-

“There is one good bet which I 
fear many ex-service men who are 
wanting jobs are overlooking. and 
that is seeking employment in the 
various branches of the Government 
through civil service eXaminations 
I doubt if more than a smalh per- 
centage of the veterans realize how 
much they are favored by the law 
in this connection 

“The average civilian has to ob- 
tain a mark of at least 70 per cent 
on any examination in order to be 
placed on the eligible register. and if 
there are a large number of appli- 
cants, there may be 60 to 150 with 
higher averages than his on the 
frame register. When an appoint- 
ment is fo be made in the Govern- 
ment service the three highest names 
on the register are certified and if 
these happen to be 94. $5 or 96 per 
cent for example, the fellow with 70 
per cent way down at the tall end 
of the list doesn't have a very big 
chanee of getting appointed 

Conditions Favor Veterans. 

“But, look what the Government 

does for the honorably discharged 


quired to get an average in the ex- 
amination of only 65 per cent instead 
of 70 per cent. in order to be con- 
sidered eligible: but that in itself is 
not the big advantage—as soon as he 
gets 65 per cent he is not only placed 
om the register. but his name is 
placed at the: head of the register.

WASHINGTON. Sept. 10.—Some of 


the trials of the Postoffice Depart- 
ment with many of the fourt&-class 
postmasters of the country, who re- 
fuse to answer official correspond- 
ence, and who otherwise conduct 
themselves in a perhaps too high- 
handed fashion, are revealed by W. 
Irving Glover, Third Assistant Post- 
master-General. 

Glover has announced that the 
last of the 50,000 claims against the 
Government for lost and damaged 
parcel post matter, many of the 
cases four yeafs old, would be ad- 
judicated by Sept. 10. 

But this cheering information 
could not smooth out the wrinkles 
caused on the otherwise smooth brow 
of the young and “snappy” third as- 
sistant to Postmaster-General Hays 

Those fourth-class postmasters, 
it appears, have been in part re- 
sponsible for the delay in adjusting 
the claims for lost and damaged 
parcels. But more than that, they 
continually act as if they didn’t care 
a rap whether they held their jobs 


or not. 
Care Ldttlic About Jobs. 

The trouble is that they really do 
not, Glover intimated, and they 
often tell the department officials 
as much in just about that many 
words. They are under civil serv-

Short and Snappy Replics. 

“ ‘Bell. no: heil, yes, nell, no; hell, 
yes,, was the way he sent the ques. 
tionaire back to us,” continued Glo- 
ver, with some feeling. “Then, he | 
continued, ‘if you don’t like it, tako | 
your postoffice out of my store.’ | 
“This is a sample of the thing we | 
have to put up with,” continued the 
Third Assistant Postmaster-General. | 

“One Postmaster actually tore out | 
‘the partitions used to mark off the | 
postoftice from the rest of his stor: | 
and threw them out into the street, 
together with all the postal appa- 
ratus 

“When the mails arrived the men 
on the train saw that they could not 
deliver the letters and other matter 
to an office out in the street, so re- 
fusdd to let the mail off. Word was 
sent to headquarters and inspectors 
sent down at once. 

“Do you have to put up with that, 
sort of thing?” Glover was asked. 

Many Requests Unanswered. 

“There is not much else we can da, 
sometimes,’ he said. “Often it be- 
comes a case of having a Postmaster 
Often they 


asking for information, and some of 
them even refuse to send back to 
mercantile houses packages refused 


“For instance, @ man asks for 
sumples of suitings from some big 
mercantile house, that is, perhaps, 
not as strict in its business ethics as 
some of the houses. 


“A sample of a blue cloth, and a 
sample of a brown cloth are sent 
him, f'om which he selects the blue. 
and orders a suit of that color. But 
the clothing house sends him suits 
made from both colored cloths. 

“The customer accepts the blue 
suit, but refused the brown one. And 
the Postmaster does not take the 
trouble either to notify the mercan- 
tile house or send the suit back. 
Then when the house kicks, and 
begins to fleod the customer with 
letters asking for a remittance for 
the brown suit, too, the customer 
tears up the letters and the Post- 
master pays no attentions to letters 


Glover said that the department 
had been able to clear up the 50.000 
delaved cases partly because it had 
waived the old rules requiring many 
affidavits as to the cost of articles 
alleged to be lost.

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SUSPICION that the Camorra, one of 
Italy's vast secret societies, planned to 
acquire a monopoly of the moonshining 
and bootlegging “industries” in the larger 
cities of the United States, and to direct 
those activities from Naples, the society's 
headquarters, is held by New York and 
Detroit police who are investigating certain startling 
disclosures made recently. If this theory is true, one 
of the means by which the clan was to maintain this 
monopoly was by killing off everybody who competed 
or interfered with it. In this connection, 17 unsolved 
murders are cited. 

When an Italian immigrant was fatally shot in Mul- 
berry street, New York, last Feb. 10, those New York- 
ers who noted the incident at all merely shrugged their 
shoulders and remarked that there had been an unusual 
number of killings in the Italian colony latels No 
especial significance was attached to it, and the general 
public forgot it immediately. 

A few weeks ago New York was amazed by a cable 
gram in the newspapers stating that the Sody of the 
immigrant had been met at the pier in Naples by a 
vast throng: that florists had sold out their stocks on 
the occasion; that business houses had closed for the 
funeral 

They learned then, for the first time, 
that the unknown Italiam was the no- 
torious Alberto Ozafeo, for many years 


chief of the dreaded Camorra, and that ‘ 


he had fallen a victim to the equalls / 
dreaded Mafia, between which and the. 
Camorra is waged a perpetual and deadly 
vendetta. More than that, Americans may 
be shocked to know that Ozafeo for eight 
vears had been in this country 
upon the sihister business of 
linking up Italian murder y, . 
vanes in the larger American 
cities and putting them under 
the direction of Camorra lead- | 
ers in Naples. : 
His journey to 


Americu Was guarded 
with the closest se- 4 
crecy, and for many 
vears he successfully \ 
hid his identity. But \ 


his old enemies finally 
sought him out, and 
when they did ‘A 
bullet in the back 


paid the racare of the Mafia’s vengeance. 

Before they accounted for him. however, he made his 
own bloody mark. Aided by the confession of Bartolow 
Fonirano, member of one of the murder gangs, the New 
York police say thev have traced eight murders in this 
rountry to Ozafeo—one for each vear of his residence 
here. What crimes he inspired in Italy may only be 
inferred from the magnitude at the Camorra and its 
activities 

There is nothing in this country approaching the 
Camorra and the Mafia. To picture the situation as 
it exists in Italy, one must imagine two of our largest 
fraternal orders embarking secretly and systematically 
upon a campaign of murder, blackmail and bombing, 
while at the same time carrying on a relentiess feud 
between themselves. So general was the scope of the 
Camorra, and so tremendous its power at one time, 
that Mayors and Chiefs of Police were numbered among 
its members. It was even said that a General of the 
royal army was a Camorrist. 

The Mafia is of precisely the same character. Both 
have headquarters in Naples. Hoth resort to the knife, 
bomb, revolver, torch and poison. And each against 
the other wages a constant. stealthy and merciless 
war. Several years ago the people of Italy revolted 
against the tyranny of the secret societies, ousted the 
Camorrist office holders and generally reduced the 
power of both organizations, but they are atill power- 
ful, nevertheless. 

in the fortunes of War between the two clans the 
preponderance of success has lain usually with ‘the 
Camorra. Hence it is easy to realize what a dramatic 
and signal blow the Mafia struck when it removed 
Ozafeo, one of the “master minds” of the Camorra. and 
it becomes intelligible why thousands of Neapolitans 
would meet the body of the notorious chieftain at the 
pier

And the beauty of it is that he will have no monopoly, for there 
is nothing to prevent anyone else from boring another hole m 
another place, or a million men boring a million holes in a million 
different places. For that great storehouse of heat is free to any- 
one who can tap it. One can easily imagine electricity and light 
and heat becoming as cheap as water and being supplied in every 
town and village as water is supplied today. 

Mr. Corrigan’s machine is an endiess-chain saw, with teeth of 
carborundum—three teeth to every two inches of length. It is 
estimated that when this chain runs at about 2000 feet a minute, 
12,000 teeth pass the same point each minute, and if each tooth 

makes a scratch one one-hundredth of an inch deep the 
saw will advance 10 feet a minute 
Mr. Corrigan’s idea is to make four of these saws, 
arranged so as to form a hollow square in cross sec- 
tion, cut their way down to the depth that might be 
required, drawing out the core of rock as it is sepa- 
rated When the saws have reached the point at 
which about 1000 degrees Fahrenheit is found, they 
would be turned at an angle so as to excavate a iarger 
chamber at the bottom of the well. To this he would send down 
pipes through which to feed water into the hot chamber, where it 
would be turned to superheated steam. This would rise at high 
pressure through the well, which would, of course, have to be lined 
with iron or concreted where it passes through stratified rock, in 
order to prevent the steam from escaping into the seams and crannies. 
How deep it would be neressary to go to reach the high temperature 
required depends upon where the bore is made. In volcanic areas 
the heat is quite near the surface, probably because the crust of the 
earth is thinner in such regions than elsewhere. Mr. Corrigan calcu- 
lates that the necessary heat will be reached at an average depth of 
five miles. , 
The most accurate records of temperature at vari- 
ous depths have been made by C. E. Van Ostrand of 
the United States Geological Survey. Commenting 
on these records, Mr. Corrigan says: 
“Depth-temperature readings show great variation: In some 
mines and wells 100 degrees Fahrenheit is reached at less than 
half a mile. in others lower temperatures are found at more than 
a mile. while in some places, like the ‘Valley of a Thousand 
Smokes.’ in Alaska, there is intense heat right at the surface 
of the earth. In some volcanic areas the temperatures in- 
crease rapidly: for instance, there are wells which give the

the heat that is so near but seems to be 
unreachable. | 
We know that we need go down only a 
few miles below the surface of the earth to find all the 
heat we need for making our houses comfortable, for 
turning water into steam to run our engines and turn 
the dynamos that make electricity. But we are stumped 
by the problem of how to get down those few miles 
The depth of the deepest mines is only 6400 feet, less 
fen a mile and a quarter—and that of the deepest wells 
maly 7500 feet—iess than a mile and a half. It is about 
90 miles to the center of the earth, but about five 
Riles would do for our purpose, for it has been calcn- 
that at this depth we should reach a tempera- 
tare of 1000 degrees Fahrenheit, high enough to melt 
Seminum, silver, gold. copper or iron.

The inventor is C. 8S. Corrigan, 

a New York civil engineer. The 
machine he has devised bores its 
way through solid rock at a speed 

of 10 feet a minute. That is 600 feet 
an hour With its crew working 
in three shifts of eight hours each, 
that would be 14,409 feet in a day. 
As there are only 5280 feet in a mile, 
it is easy to calculate that 

early on the fourth day the SOUD ROCK 
hole would be nine miles 

deep. 

If it would cost $25,000,000 to bore a hole 
in &5 years, what would it cost to bore one in 
four days” This, however, is scarcely a fair 
way to calculate it, for,-of course, the cost 
would be more than $32!

at 1000 feet, 140 degrees at 2000 feet, 190 degrees at 3000 
feet.

and the wailing abruptly ceased. 

But, with all her beauty and grace, Anita Delgado was 
not yet equal to the place destined for her. She was 
practically illiterate, While her fiance, the Maharajah, 
had been educated in the schools and colleges of En- 
gland. Accordingly, he set her up in a wonderful apart- 
ment in Paris, got the best tutors to be had on the Conti- 
nent and provided for her in kingly fashion. In 1914, feel- 
ing that she was now fitted for a place beside him, he 
took her to Kapurthala and married her under Sikh rites 
The wedding was not favorably 


the idea unrestrainedly. Polygamy was not justifiable 
under any circumstances, she said. 

And the diplomats of Europe, knowing that she was 
one of five wives, lifted their eyebrows and whispered 
that the romance apparently Was not going smoothly. 

But events of the war temporarily altered the course 
of things. Great Britain, summoning all her resources, 
called upon loyal subjects throughout the far-flung 
empire to rally and sustsin her faltering arms. The 
Maharajah of Kapurthala responded by raising a regi- 
ment of native troops, and donating a year's income, 
$3,000,000. More than that, he himself entered active 
service as a Colonel, and while leading his men was 
severely wounded under circumstances that resulted 
in his being decorated for extreme bravery. He was 
invalided to Paris, there to be nursed back to health 
by the tender care of the Maharanee 


Truly, it seemed a situation out of which nothing 
but happiness could come—an heroic, wounded Prince 
a beautiful, devoted and tender wife 

Yet between them yawned that vast gulf that sepa- 
rates East from West: and, although they had touched 
hands across it, it remained unbridged. He atil) stood 
upon the side of the East, with its hoary traditions, its 
cold disdain of new ideas: and she could not tear her 
feet from the culture of the West. with its abhorrence 
of polygamy, its insistence upon a newer- moral code 
And finally each grew weary of imploring the other to 
cross, and of trving to meet, half way, an idea that 
was, to one, repulsive, and to the other. humiliating 
And so they drew apart, and their romance went crasb- 
ing into the chasm below 

(nhappy fate had already overtaken Victoria Del- 
gado Winans. A son and a daughter were born, and 
for a few years the young couple lived in blissful con- 
tentment But Winans, rich and idle, was subject to 
the temptations which Paris holds for such men, and 
eventually fell into riotous wavs -of living In the 
course of time Carmen Garcia, a blac!.-eved minx, came 
from Andalusia to visit her cousin, Victoria. A flirta- 
tion occurred between Winans and his wife's faithless 
relative, and shortly afterward he eloped to Switzer- 
land with Carmen, deserting his wife and children 

Crushed in spirit. and without means, Victoria sent 
her children to her sister, the Maharanee, to be cared 
for. She herself retired to a cottage at Blois, where 
in 1918, she died, a broken-hearted, lonely woman, still 
young in years

The answer is, emphatically, “No‘'” 

if the experience of the world in the past counts for 
anvthing. if the provisions of nature for the preserva- 
tion of the human race remain the same as aiways, 
damage done by the war will be obliterated inside of 
two generations. A careful study.of the matter by 
various writers has shown that, while there is usually 
some decline in population immediately after a costly 
war. the upbuilding powers of nature in turn bring 
about the former balance in the race 

In spite of the centuries-old history of war, man- 
kind today is physically and eugenically stronger than 
ever before. according to biologists. pessimistic re- 
ports to the contrary notwithstanding ‘ 

Any country like England. with dominions berond 
the seas which call the young men and with certain 
quarters so crowded as to compel emigration, will 
probably always have a larger female population than 
male Put even so conservative an authority as the 
Encyclopedia Britannica shows that in all communi- 
ties of Western civilization more boys are born than 
girls in time of veace and that this excess ranges from 
*%) to & in each thousand. If the larger number could 
be depended upon. it would take not quite ‘7 years for 
the sexes to be numerically equal Considering ad- 
verse circumstances, two generations probably will re- 
move the difference | 

The drain upon England's male population in this 
war was probably the greatest the island kingdom has 
ever suffered. Even the Napoleonic wars took no such 
toll of the population. And the biack death, or plague, 
of the fourteenth century, in the time of Edward III, 
took men and women alike, so no sex balance was 
upeaet But wars have repeatedly put the feminine 
population of various countries far ahead of the male, 
and vet. in every case, it has been found that nature 
overcomes the disecrepanc’ 

When the Carnegie peace movement was put under 
wav. exhaustive studies were made of the effects of 
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previous wars on the male population of various coun- 
tries In 30 great battles of the sixteenth century it 
was found that the victorious armies usually averaged 
a loss of about 10 per cent in number, while the van- 
guished usually lost about 40 per cent Defeat was 
costly then because usually no quarter was given to 
any except the knights, nobles and higher digni- 
taries, who -might be ransomed Moreover, the pro- 
visioning of armies was so crude that once a force was 
routed starvation was inevitable for many of the 
scattered victims who escaped the sword 

In the Thirty Years’ War. losses of 15 per cent were 
the average for the victorious forces and “0 per cent 
for the defeated armies In the time of Louis XIV, 
when human consideration for the losing side was 
first developed, the losses of vicior and vanquished 
approximated 11 and 23 per cent, respectively in 
Frederick the Great's time, the averages were 11 and 
17 per cent and in Napoleon's era 15 and 20 per cent. 
Napoleon's losses were exceptionally heavy in his vic- 
tories, despite his skill at generaiship, because he 
bore losses with indifference so long as he gained his 
end He demanded—and received—unequaled  per- 
formances from his troops 

In more modern ware the losses of both sides have 
averaged about the same. In the Crimean War, rough- 
ly speaking, it was 12 per cent: in our own Civil War, 
14 per fent: in the Franco-Prussian War. 7.5 per cent, 
and in the Boer War, 5 per cent 

In the war between Russia and Japan, the iosses 
were about 14 per cent on each side—a high average 
Russia has lost heavily in every war in which she was 
engaged, due to incapacity of the countrys leaders 
permitting such debacles as that at the Masurian Lakes 
in the late war. The Japanese lost heavily in the war 
with Russia because they were obliged to storm forti- 
fied defenses, with the result that an exceptional! num- 
ber of head wounds, which resulted fatally, were re- 
ceived 

It has been found that in all wars the ratio of killed 
to wounded is about 1 to 5. In the war between Rus- 
sia and Japan the Japs iost 1 killed to every 47 
wounded. In the Franco-Prussian War there were 
about 10 dead to every 54 wounded 

The Napoleonic wars put as severe a strain on France 
as any nation has ever been subjected to. The losses in 
the Grande Armee alone can be considered. Although 
opinions vary as to the tota] of men figuring in the 
disastrous French campaign of 1812, some authorities
